When ho discovered
a floating dobt of tills magnitude his thought
of dividends vanished, and heal once oponod
negotiations with the Now Haven Company
for tho sale of tho property. This was only
about one month hbo. The New Haven peoplo
ciindiiotlng the negotiations ngiocd to Ishuo
New Haven stock at a prlco for thu Housa-toni- c,

but when the mutter wns brought tn a
vote In the lloatd the Board rufiibod to buy the
protiorty at the price.

Mr. Bostwlck. us Chalrmnn of the New F.ng-lan- d

Board, would not allow New lmglntid to
buy the property, because he felt that It would
be a burden to Now LuBlnnd. He then waited
until Mr. Morgan's return, nnd ngaln oponod
negotiations. Mr. Morgan considered his
pioposltlon. but. In view of tho statement
shown by Mr. Bostwlck, would not accept tho
proporty at tho jirlce. .Mr. Morgan, however,
mndo him a bid of a share. Mr. Bostwlck
nciepteditat once for himself and tho other
stockholders, nnd ngruod that tho control
should bo turned over to Mr. Morgan.

Mr. Ilostwtc.k teturr.ed to his associates and
told them what he had done. They objected
to thn course lie Imd tnkoti and woul 1 not sell
nt his price, believing that tliov could Bet
more for their stock In other quniters. Mr.
Bostwlck being satisfied thnt It wns tho best
trade that could have beon made, hut not be-
ing willing that ther should make u loss on
his account, agreed to give them thu pries
they paid for their stock, with Interest, which
wus accepted, in two cases where tho
holdings were large this was about JUS.
